The methods of farming under which

The experience of the Ust five years 


has been too limited, of course, to dem 
onstrate the productiveness of wheat 
culture, but it ban been encouraging, 
One fact has been demonstrated by the 
ex, erienee of the last few years, in re- 
lation to prairie farming, and that is 
the profitableness of investing money in 
tile draining. No one here questions 
that statement. 
Numerous instances 


can be oited to show that the entire 
outlay necessary to drain a tract of land 
has been returned In one crop by the 
increa-ed yield. Tlieie are but few 
farms here whiih arc nut now partially 
or completely underlaid with tile.

'he ordinary range and cook-stove, in 
jhtcb the fin-box is placed at the side 
f the oven, or in which the products of 
combustion pass over the top, hav« die 
disadvantage of an irregularly heated 
oven. The ride* and top are hotter 
than tbe bottom and ends or other side, 
and, as a result, the bread or other food 
s improperly cooked—perhaps btrned 
al top while badly done at the bottom. 
To correct this defect in ovens, a sim- 
ple appliance hat be«n devised for eans- 
ng the air in the oven to circulate, and 
thai carry the heat obtained by radia- 
tion to all parts of the oven. A sheet 
of metal bent into the form of the top 
and one side of the oven is supported 
on wire standards and placed in the 
oven. In the narrow space between 
the sheet metal and the hot side and 
top of the oven, the air is heated more 
than in the main body of the oven, and 
>y expansion it rises and moves over 
the top of the oven toward the cooler 
walls. The arrangement, simple as it 
is, appears to be founded on a good 
idea, and is reported to work well in 
practice.
